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HI STORY AND ANTIQUITIES, 
OF HOftSHAM, 
AKDITS TIOIMtTT. 



T he ancient town and borough of Hora}taiD> 
which has generally been past over in topo- 
graphical accounts, as a place unworthy of 
notice; or lost in the dajuling descriptions, 
of the "modem maritime Babylon of Sus* 
sex," must ahvays remiun a spot, dear to the 
loTCT of antiquities, and romantic scenery. 
The derivation of its name, has ev^ conti* 
nued a matter of great perplexity ; which 
perhaps may be ccmsideied as a very strong 
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argument, in favour of the antiqiuty of the 
place. Sotae persons conjecture, that tie 
appellation » derived from the two Saxon 
words, hunt, an4 hain, ttieilntsjrllaMe sig- 
nifying a wood, and the secMid a village or 
collection of houses i anA this opinion seemn 
to be supported by the known &ct, that 
this part of the counts', ^"^ formerly on 3 en- 
tire tract of forest Ian 1 .; bit a j im quite ai 
good if not a superior derivatim, may le 
taken from the two words, Horsa, and ham, 
that is the village of, or built by, Horsa. 

Horsham has enjoyed the privilega of sen- 
ding two ni^nbers to Parliament, ever ance 
the year 1S95 : by the passing 9f the reform 
bill, however, one represtnt itive was consi- 
dered sufficient for the business of the ba- 
rougb. The names of the persons first elec^ 
ed for the town, were Walter Burgeys, and 
Walter Randolf : Robert Henry Hurst esq. 
is the present member. 
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The spring assizes for the county, had al- 
so long be«i hfeW in the Town-HaB of Hdr- 
idiMtt; but this privilege tbs Selfishly abs- 
inct^ from the town, by the ihhabitanta of 
Ii«!wta; aiid even the county gaol, wUt-h has 
tiee> itatiotled here, for time immeinorlsl, 
U, wieanderBCand, tobererabredto the' dl 
devouring easfern rh-al : the quarter sessions 
however, are rtfll heM here. 

StiB, notwitbstanding,^ as respects the 
(own, Horshem is greatly fanproving : the 
number of buildings which have been lately 
erected, and wh'ch are still erecting, are of 
a new and very handsome deacripthm.: the 
streeU are neady paved, wiA A» bergefcc 
stones iwocnredfhnn the excellent qttante 
itithe neighbourhood ; and the ithuiAiation 
of the streets by gas, which U being carried 
on with great spirit and energy, contribute 
very greatly to the general respectability 
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m4 gocRit appAvanc* of tti« |>lMe, -

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it was completely repaired, and greatly en- 
larged ; and though no longer applied to its 
original purpose, (except in the instance of 
the quarter sessions) it is still found very 
serviceable. for lectures, public meetings, &c. 
&3. The north front is embellished by (he 
arms of royalty, flanked by those of Norfolk 
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and Horsham. Oneidiersule^the fUl. 
Is a neat street, only one of whisb is « 4^ 
rough&re ; these meet on the southern aide 
of the building, in a very handsome and res- 
pectable walk, called the Church Causemy, 
»t the termination of which, !■ the tadmt 
ntd ipacious church* (dedicated to 8| Uarji) 
l(ie approach is rendered particuUrijr fietm- 
resque, by an avenue of lofty Ikoe treea, of 
Btane extent, which leads in « perfeecfy~ 
straight direction, to the church-yard gate- 
iray ; the effect of the view from this avenoef 
is exceedingly pleasing, particubu'ly of a 
summer evening, wh«i the rays of die Mt- 
ting sun cast a beautiiul golden tint, upon 
the venerable porch, which appears a eoti> 
spicuous object behind the portal. 

The northern side of the edifice, though 
perhaps not quite equal to tlie southern, ap. 
pears togceat advantage, though tlie modem 
irindowj}, which have been subsituted in se- 
veral instances for others 'tf great antiquity.

kdd greatly to diminisH th^ general effect. 
On entering the c'.mrch by thi eut^ri 
g»tew«y,, the interior of the stnicture appears 
to Ae highest advantag' : the W^e and beau.

a1mo«t from the basement to the roof, U hy 
BO mean^ the least ftCtractire object of atter- 
tion; while the hand!<0ih6 appearance of the 
altar, raised by a flight of several steps, po- 
vered entirely with crimson fc^oth ; the unu^ 
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saally large extent of the cotnmunion n^l^ 
and the numerdns IteAitlAil monuments, in e* 
.very direction, affbtd a very elegant appeit- 
ance, perhaps not to be equaOed by any oUier 
parochial edifice in the county. Yet at the 
same time, the venerable roof of oaken 
planks; the large yet highly sculptured beams 
which have weathered nearly a thousand 
years ; the tattered escotcheons ; the crested 
helmets ; and the antique tombs,afford a view 
at onc3 pleasing and romantic. — — Some at- 
tempt has been made to illustrate this porlioa 
ofthechurch, (the chancel) in the annexed 
engraving, but no drawing can do justice to 
the original building.

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The roof b supported upon wooden rib», 
crossed by others of tlic same inatef iaU : t1i<s 
joints are covered by ornamented plates ai 
iron, of verj grotesqufc descriptions ; in the 
nave, the ribs are almost double the distance 
•apart,' of those in the chancel ; tlie Juncliim 
of tile roof and walls, in the latter pai'ti.m of 
the edifice, are adoraed with curious little fi*- 
gures of h>rses, foxes, ■4e. &C. interspersed 
«*ith star^ and ni^uny other similar devices. 

The entire ediScs is supported upon eight 
columns on either sicles thee consti^uttnj* 
th L- chance', and the reinatning Rue thenjivefi 
the galleries are particularly neat, mcn-e e;*- 
pecially that appropriated to the or^an, the 
ivhole of the pewing being eovere.l entirely 
■fl-ith gre?n baize, The lancet windows, with 
which the church was foriivjrl/ furiii:*iieil, 
have almost all been altered for othsisofs 
Jitf er date, except in the cle-estory^ where 
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they rettun their origins! form.. The larga 
east window, before mentioned, was former- 
ly adorned with no less than 1 i coats of arms 
richt^ painted. Theroofwasput up, at die 
time that the Norfolks were lords of the bo- 
rough: in the year I8S5, a curious old in- 
scription waa discovered upon the sumnut of 
the walls, reaching from one end of the 
church to the other, but it was very remar- 
kable, that the centres of all the letters, 
(which weresboutafootinlength) weraen- 
tirely, and apparently designedly eWtced, bo 
that not the slightest meaning could be dis- 
covered from it. 

In the chancel, is the curious and remar- 
kable effigy of Thomas lord Brsose ob. 1398. 
This noble and ancient family were formerly 
almost the sole proprietors of the county of 
Sussex. One of their residences was at 
Chesworth, an ancient mansion to the. 
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M>uthoftlietown,'Vihich almll bfterwardsbe 
deflcHbciI ; and Branib. r C silt; also near 
Steyning, originally appertained to these 
powerful barons, The head cflhe figure,

draplet of jewels, his throat by tke ample 
carmail, attached to the helmet as in the time 
of Jidward III. His arms are in plate «r- 
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inaur, aii<! his bo;3j' in a sh;>rten6il hauberk, 
tept from presalny on his chest, by means of 
the plastron, or breast-plate, within. Over 
ttiiaid thejuppon, baaring hiscait of arm i, 
via, 8wni of oroM Ci-ojletj, a lion rampant 
er.WJ«d.

issuing from a coronet, is under his h;a<l, 
hut greitly mutilated, all below th; oi3iila-I- 
vm, having been destroyed.*"

Oil the oihcr side ol' tlie chuicli, ia a por-

"Madam Eversfield (according to Dalla- 
W&y) gave one nlver SaggoDi two flflnr cnpF, 
one bawi for oblation, gilt ; pulpit cushion 
and cloth, with gold fringe, and a branch of 
candlesticks to the body of the church. Two 
dozen of penny loaves, to be disposed of a- 
nong the poor erery Sunday, that freqaeat 
the church, for eter ; the gift of Mr TEteo> 
bald Shdley." "The same person irith the 
Lady Matthews, gave this portion of bread 
to be diapoaed of erery Sunday for eVer, for 
theenconragementofthepoor to frequent 
tiie church." This is inscribed in front of the 
organ gallery. In the pariah regiat^s uen< 
tionismadeofan attack of the plague, by 
which thia place was afflicted, though hip- 
piy not to a very alanmng extent, theyooni' 
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meaet in the yew ISOO. Over tb< T«rtry» 
(whidi mc built in tlie reign of Edwaid. VI> 
W a rery curious old room reached by meins 
ofs 9|»ral stair-cise, terminated by a trap 
doov : the oaken roof depe nda entirely upon 
a large beam in the centre. It is called the 
XicJiBrd's tower, and iras most probably used 
9sa]Jaceofc<Hi6nement for that anforti^ 
nate sect : the apertures for light are thickly 
guarded by double iron bars, and in one 
place, on the north trafl, the remains of an i* 
Km ring are visible : the only thing of any 
consequence in thia cold and cheerless a- 
partment, is a large oaken chest, curiously 
carved, with a secret drawer of superior 
werkmaodip. The beautifiil service of com- 
mmtion plate is also kept hwe. 

In the Rofly chancel is the beautiful mo- 
Qtnpent of Mr Jamieaon ; the figure of the 
angel above, ptonting upwards, is exc^iurit<> 
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\y sculpfured, and lieserves much attentloiu

gonal spire, 1230 feet in height, and formed 
of wooden shingles carefuUy fitted together. 
The great bell of this Church is the lai^est 
in the county, and w^ghs nearly a ton aad a 
half: (he whole peal,consbting of eight, is 
eztreaiely melodious. 

On the 17th of November ISSl, John de 
Biaose granted the church of Hor^iam with, 
all its appurtenai3M»B, to the prioress and 
nuns of Ruspei, far their exclusive use ; by 
same deed it was also ordained, that on ac- 
count of the size of the parish, and the num-" 
her of inhabitants, the vicar who shall offia- 
ate in the church from time to time, shall

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.^veuiieduplaiiia^lib assistant:, and two 
-subordinate ininisters, viz. a deacon and sub- 
' deftcon, to Qfficiate witli him in the same 
^urch. At the dissoluliun of monastic es- 
tabhahments, in the leign of Henry VIII, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury came into 
the patronage ot tlie ^ icarage. 



The county gaol is situated in East street , 
upon a very elevated site : it was erected 
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about 50 yean since, by William Ciriffidi, 
wbo ruined hiuisdP, by ctmtracting for the 
building : it is a neat and handsomfr struc- 
ture, and extremely appropriate for the pnr- 
' pose, on the South is a smsllgarJen exten- 
dingatong the front of the buQding, wlueh 
has two court-yards, of about half an acre 
each, with a gravel walk surrounding a fine 
grass-plot, and the whole is encircled by a 
lofty wall. To prevent confusion or danger 
in caseof firs, every cell is archal over with 
brick, and a separate room allotted to each 
debtor and felon. The chapel is m the 
keeper's house, where prayers are read dfu- 
ly, and a sermon delivered every Sunday by 
the chaplun. The annual salary of the keep- 
er is 1801.: that of the Chaplin 1601. and 
JbI :(h«.SHT;geon 70 1. per annum : the nialron 
4U)d.tbe -.hn^male turnkeys receive 8s. eadi 
veeUy: the internal manngement is reguU- 
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ttd. by rules Ljtds it Uic quarter session*,, 
•nd confirmed by the jrdges of assize. 



Tbe Im'ependent's chapel, is situated 
jieat the end tfWest Street, it ispeculi. rly 
lWI*r>9th 93 respects its external «nd inte- 
irirt*j»^^aiice: an inscription upon ano 
=Tifffei)Ki m fronf, informs us, that it was e 
rected hy voluntary Subscription in the yea 
1814. At the distance of about a hundre* 
yards from the above, is the Roman Cath«

The school house is situated in a peculiarly 
delightful and. romantic situation, with a 
pleasant croft in front, extending to the east 
■)(]<£ of th? chui-cli yarJ i the accompanying 
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wood-cut represents the west front of tlie , 
building. 

The National School is held in the church, 
jiorch, where great numbers of the younger 
children of the pom: are instructed. 

A very neat building, denominated Denne 
School, has be:;n erected in a delightful si- 
tuation, atthefootofthehillt&om which it- 
tal^esitsname, for the education, of the girls 
of tlie neighouring indigent persons. 

In the back lane, the members of tli@ 
church of England, .have, instituted an in-, 
fant school, which appears a very pleasant 
object in this hithwto neglected portion of 
the town. 

The Royal British Schools are also weU; 
worth the inspeotipn of the visitor : the. 
boys are taught reading, writiBg, gtamr 
mar, linear and perspective drawing &f.- 
To the Korth of H©rshim,tm Hurst hill» 
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is Moated House, formerly belonging to ifae 
family of the Westons: this mansion was the 
residenceofRobert Hurstoh. 1433, whose 
monument in the church, the reader will re- 
member, 

Nearer the town, is a very ancient build' 
ing formerly belon^ng to lord Hoo and de 
Hastings, whose remains are interred in the 
church: a farm house at present the proper- 
ty of the duke of Norfolk alone marks the 
nteoftMs once splendid and princely edi- 
fice. 

Chesworth, one ftf the oldest houses in the 
county, was formerly as before said, the re- 
sidence ofthe noble family of Braese, this 
truly romantic structure is situated a httle 
to the south east ofthe town, ofwhichi£is 
one of the chief objects of interest. The 
unfortunate Thomas duke of Norfolk, who 
feU a victtiQ to the malignant jealousy of

tecture of the age, in which it was erected.

It was taken down a few years since, and no 
vestige left to mark its site, save the rem- 
nants of a farm house in existence before the 
building of the mansion itself, and part of a 
wing added to the structure, on the marriage 
rflord William Ingram, one c^the &iui]y. 
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In one of the upper rooms, !»< a venerable 

escocheon, with the motto "In c<elo quiea," 

serving to exclude the wind from the antique 

C^m1>er. 

On a lofty eminence denominated Demie 
liill,tte visitor may obtain a very beautiful 
view of the town of Horsham, with its adja- 
cent hills behind, the interesting church ap' 
pears by far the most conspicuous object in 
the wide extended landscape, white the 
small and winding branch of the river Atuti, 
which takes its rise in the adjacent forest of 
of St. Leonard, contributes not a little to 
Iteighten the beauty, and diversify the scene, 
efdiis truly delightful and extensive pros- 
pect. 
' At ashort distance from the spot where 
this romantic view may be obtiuned, the 
ivied tower, and venerable battlements of 
Deone house, proudly rise upon the sight). 
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The'Spot upon which this edifice stuids, is 
psrtdculariy interesting, being generally sup- 
posed by antiqusriana to be the site 9t a Da- ^ 
nish encampment, during a conflict with the 
IMcts, who made choice of an opposite emt- . 
nence, still retaining the name of Pict's hill, 
while the one we have just described pre- 
serves the appellaticHi of Denne (undoubted 
ly derived from Dane) hill. The estate for- 
merly belonging to the family of Braose, 
was forfeited to the crown, with other lands, 
on theAttainder of Thomas duke of Norfolk 
into whose possession it hail fallen : in the ' 
year 1594, it was awarded by Sir William. 
Covert and Sir John Caryll to James Bo^tb, - 
by whom it was sold five years afterwards to 
Stephen Bamham of London for 1250 1. 
Shortly afterwards however the two sons of ■ 
the last mentioned person, parted with it to 
Sir 'Ihinnaa Eversfield for the sum of 5500 1. 
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After passing through the hands of several 
■of his descendants, it devolved to WilGam 
IMarkwick esq, who took the name of Evers- 
iield, and'to whose grandson a minor it nov 
belongs.

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Horsham for about 3 miles, and then pursu- 
ing tlie road to tlie left, we arrive at the pic- 
turesque, secluded, and delightful little vil- 
lage oi" Wamham, hounded on the east hy

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field, and nortb by Capel, and containiDg iir 
I83l,95SmIiabiUnts. The village is latber 
extensive, and consists principally of one 
long narrow street, running N. and S. ; ^e 
churcli on the west side is particularly neat, 
thougb exhibiting a variety of style, and con- 
sists of a nave and south aisle, vith three 
chancels: the northern of these latter por- 
tions is divided &om the south aisle, by 
a handsome oaken skreen, carved in the Go- 
thic style, and formerly belonged to the Ca- 
rylls. On the north side is a curious old 
mural monument, bearing the efBgies of a 
man in armour and a woman kneeling ; be- 
low are 8 smaller figures intended for their 
children, with another person armed, m the 
centre. The inscription informs us that it 
was erected to the memory of Sir John Ca- 
ryllKnt., eldest son of Thomas Caryll esq. 
of M'amham, and Maria his wife, daughter

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of George Cotton of Warblingtoii, ob. 1613. 
The soutli chancel belonged to the Mitchell 
fcmily of Field Race, and contains monu- 
ments to the memory of Mary Mitchell wi- 
dow, mother of Edward Shelley esq., by Sir 
Timothy Shelley gent, ob, 1731 ; John 
MitchJI gent. 1711: John Shelley esq. 17J* 
Mary h!* wife 1759 : Edward Shelley esq, of 
Ileld place 1747. The centre, chancel, for- 
merly belonging to the appropriation, is at 
present, in conjunction with the other two, 
the property of Sir Timothy Shelley Bart. 
In the body of the church are slabs to Samu- 
el Shuckford, 45 years rfcar ofWamham 
and Eartham^ Ann hia widow, and Matthew 
Napper gent. In the pavement of the south 
aisle, the side of an altar tomb, adorned with 
shields and quatrcfoils, and apparently of 
the time of Edward I, may be discerned: the 
(bnt is square, and of the same date; the pul- 
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pit Stands upon a basement of brick, which 
gives it a particularly singuliU- appearance! 
the neat embattled tower conttuns five bells, 
and is oflater construction than the rest of 
the building. 

Warnham Court, a handsome mansion in 



the style of Elizabeth, and a very striking 
feature of the surrounding country, was e- 
recled about three years since, by Henry 
Tredcroft esq. : the house contains about 
50 apartments, and is built of brick faced 
with stone r the grounds are tastefully ar- 
ranged, and the park, though so recently 
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lud out, assumes a beautiful and verdant ap- 
pearance. 

To the south of Wamham, is Field Place, 
the residencefor severalcenturiesoftbefa. 
tnily of Mitchell. The only daughter of t}ie 
Rev, Tbeohald Mitchell, married the late. 



Sir Bysshe Shelley, by whose son Sir Ti- 
mothy, it is now possessed. Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, the celebrated poet and friend of 
Byron, was bom here : a brief but inte- 
resting account of his life, may bs found in 
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Horaefi^'s "HUtfMy of Sussex," vol. 2nd.' 
uadec the description of Wamham. 

To the east of Horsham, is a tract ofland, 
cootaining between eight and nine thousand 
acres, called St. Leonard's forest : although 
its nearest point is seven miles from the up- 
per part of Beedtng, it is within the Uqiits of 
that parish: the chief part of the soil is poor, 
it cont^jied C3n3iderable quantities of iron 
atone, which was smelted, but as the timber : 
became exhausted, the smelting of the iron 
has beenlong discontinued, and nothing re- 
mains to denote the former manufactory of 
«ast iron, hut several large ponds in various 

parts of the forest, still called Hammer 

pdnds. 

Iliis forest has ever been the subject of the' 
legends ofneighbouring peasants, woe ( ac- 
cording to their account) to the luckless 
wight, who should venture to' cross it alone 
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on horseback dumg the nisht, for no soon- 
will he hare entered its darksotne'precincts, 
than a horrible decapitated spectre in the 
shape of a former squire Paulett, disregard- 
ing all prayers or menaces, leaps behind 
him on his good steed, and accorapames the 
affiighted traveller to the opposite bounda- 
ries. — The oelebrated St. Leonard also, 
through whose efficacious prayers 

'The adilen never rtynge, 
Nor J* o^Mjniaslea Bynge," 

\n its gloomy mazes is often the theme of the 
cottagers tire side conversation 

But neither ghost, nor cast iron, nor saint 
Leonard bimeelf, have gained for this forest 
so much celebrity as its famous DRAGrON, 
or serpent ! This venemous reptile, which 
some persons have rendered into some ob- 
noxious proprietor, has been honoured with 
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a long and minute description in the follow- 
ing account. 

' 'True and wonderful, A diicoarse relating to a 
■tran^munstrous serpent or dragon, lately du- 
corereil, and jet living to the great annoyance 
'nd divers slaughters both of men and cattle by 
hu strong and violent poyaon, in St Leouard'a 
fi>rest, and thirtie miles from London, thia pre- 
sent moDtli or August, 1614. with the true g«- 
ueration of serpents, Printedat London by 
Jokn Trundle 1614. 

In Sussex there ia a pretty market towne, 
called Horsam, ncare unto a forest called St 
Leonard's forest, and there in a vast unfre- 
qusnteJ place, heathie, vaultle, full of un- 
wholesome shades and overgrown hoUowes, 
vlHKft this serpent is thought to be bred ; 
hut wheresoever bred, certaineand too true 
it is, that there it yet Uvea. Within three 
or four miles compass are its usual haunts, 
oftentimes at a place called Fay^te, and it 
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hath been scene within half a mile of Hor- 
sam, a wondre no doubt most terrible and 
noysoine tu the inhabitantn thereabouts. 
There.is always in his tracke or path, left a 
gloUnous and slimy matter (as by a xmall si- 
militude wt; may perceive in a sn)ul) which 
is very coiTupt ani o%nsiv& to the scent, in 
so much that they perceive the air to be pu- 
trified withall, which must needs be very 
dangerous: for thoughthe corruption ofit 
<'annot strike the outward parts of a man, 
unless heated into blood, yet by receiving it 
in at any of uur breathing organs, (th&nose 
or mouth) it is by authority of all authora 
writing in that kinde, mortal and dud fe ( 
ao one thus saith, 

'Noiia se<pentuin e«l admiito nogatne pMtli.— I't'ctM.' 

The serpent, or dragon as some caUU>is. 

reputed to be nine feete or rather more, ift 
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length, and shaped almost in tlie feme of aa 

axle-treeof a cart, a quantise of thickness 

in the nuddest, and somewhat smaller ai 

both ends. The former part which he 

shootes fordi as a necke, is supposed to he 

about an ell long, with a white ring as it 

were of scales about it. llie scales aloUg 

hb backe, seeme to be Mackish, and so 

much aa is (tiscovered under his beUie, ap- 

peareth to be red : for I speak but of no 

nearer description than a reasonable ocular 

distance ; for coming too neare, it hath al- 

readjr been too dearely paid for, as you shall 

heare hereafter. It is likewise discovered to 

have laj^e feete, but the eye may be dece-

red, for some suppose that serpents have 

no feetc, hut glide aliHig upon certain ribbes 

and scales, which both defend them from 

the upper part of .the throat unto the low^ 

part of their bellie;) and also cause themt* 
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mOTC much the faster. For so this doth, 
and rids away as we c^ it, as fast as a. man 
can run. He is of countenance very proud, 
and at the sight orheareing of men and cat- 
tle, will raise his necke upright, and seem to 
tisten and looke about with great arrogan- 
citf. There are likewise on either side of him 
discovered two great bunches, so big as a 
Urge footeball, and as some think will grow 
to wings, hut God I hope will so defend the 
poor people in the neigbourhood, that he 
shall be destroyed, before he growe eo 
fledge. — He wiQ cast his venome about 4 
roddes from him, as by woeful experience 
it was proved on the bodies of a man and wo- 
man coming that vay, who afterwards were 
found dead, being poysoned and very much 
swelled, but not preyed upon. Likewise a 
man going to chase it and as he imagined to 
destroy it with two mastiff dogs as yet not 
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knewing the great danger thereof, his dogs 
Were both killed, and he faimself glad to re- 
tume with haste to preserve his own hfe : 
yet this is to be noted that the dc^ were 
not preyed upon, but slaine and left whole, 
for his food is thought to be for the most 
part in B cooie Varren, which he often fre- 
quents, and it is found to be much scanted 
and imptured, in the encrease it had wont to 
aflbrd. — These persons, whose names are 
-here under printed, have seene this serpenf , 
bendes divers others, as the carrier of Hor- 
sam, who lietfa at the White Horse, in 
Southward, and who can certifie the truth 
of all that bath been herein related.

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Previously to the refomwdon, St. Leo- 
nard's forest contained two chapels, one of 
which is mentioned as eaily as Ae year 13S0.

Proceeding from Horsham alcmg the 
Londitn road; arid pasftin^TIionitaaJntte> a 
AcJtection of houses lately 'erecfted by'<^ 
person reaJd^t'at Stwingfletd, we ar^e at

'&m at the Marchioness of Norduomplon i 
'(be vicinity of this seat was lately rendered 
}^rUcularIy interesting by e'roman&iand 
beaadfhlglen ea^d Diihbin'a 6ree^,one 
of the viklMt aod most secluded spots in the • 
flii4wt,.hHt it is greatly to be lamented, 
the eacloatng of the adjacent common, 
has almost entirely destroyed the beauty of 
ihecceo^, and robbed the viutm of a. 
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truly rural and picturesque treat. Continu- 
ing along the turnpike road for some dis- 
tance, and then inclining to tlic right, the 
pretty Kttlc vilUge ofNuthurst, with its mo-

dest spire peeping amidst the lowly cdttages 
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which constitute the single street is display' 
before the sight. To the east of the parish 
is a portion of St. Leonard's forest, arid a 
part of the parish of Cowfold : to the west 
Horsham, and part of Broadwater ; to the 
north another portion of the forest ; and 
south Cowf(^. The district is peculiarly 
rich and beautiful, abounding in springs of 
excellent water in every direction. The 
cliurch, of the time of Edward III, and de- 
dicated to St. Andrew, is in th e early style 
of English architecture, with a low tower, 
ctmtaining 3 bells, and surmounted by a low 
shingled spire, at the west end. The roc^ 
is pannelled in a similar manner to the 
church at Horsham ; the ribs and knots of 
two pumels are gilt and painted. The 

ctamnunion window contains remnants of 
stained glass, representing the Salrator 
Mnndi, and two angels scattering m- 
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cense. The monumental iaacnpHaaM are to 
the memory of Joseph Tuder esq. of 
Sedgewick park, 1774 : Rebecca Nelthorpe 
his niece, 1784; William Kelthorpe esq., 
1791 : Elizabeth Nelthorpe 1801 ; Eliza 
Sarah wife of James Tuder Nelthorpe esq. 
of Nuthurst lodge, died at Paris 1826, and 
was interred in the cemetry of Pere la chaise 
John Aldridge of New Lodge, 1803 : John 
Warburton Aldridge son of the above, 1801: 
Samuel Aldridge 1773: Sophia Aldridge 
1769. The font is phun and octagonal. 

Near Nuthurst in a very delightful ^tua- 
tion, commanding extendve views of the 
sea and south downs, ia Nuthurat Lodge, 
the residence of James Tuder Nelthorpe 
esq. ; at a very short distance from the man- 
sion, are the remuns of an ancient castle or 
hunting seat, surrounded by an outa 
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alia inner iiioat,' ofa circular form, anJ tr*. 
eeabl^' ^?ei^'*where \' the foundatibiu of tlie 
wans aire' qui^ vJsiliTe, arid one apartmait of 
a s&xagbi^' shape is entirely peHect. A- ' 
bout'W yards 'fertlier on, siurroiuiided'by'' 
copse wood, and overhanging trees, is a' 
small well ofa circiilar form, and auRWinoed 
by cut stone overgrown by moss : a ffigh't ot ' 
winding'steps,' leading to it, from an ad- 
jacent emineiice, adds a peculiarly romantic 
and pleasing eftect to this venerable work ot

Tha to^eF is massive] and Jike all those in 
the Weald, sunnountedbya spire of ahio;- 
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gles, supported upon four upiight beams of 

a length and diameter very seldom seen: 

This parish which is bounded on the east 
by Wamham, w^t by Rudgewick and B3- 
linghurst, north by Rudgewick, and south 
by Itchingfield, approaches nearer in form 
to a circle than any other, and is intersected 
in several directions by 3 turnpike roads. 
From the excellent slate quarries in the vi- 
cinity, slabs containing 100 square feet, and 
about 5 in thickness have often been raised. 
Several rare botanical plants are found in 
this parish, some indigenous, and others o- 
riginally introduced by Dr. T. Manningham 
a former rector, well versed in that science. 

The late eminent antiquary Mr. Warton, 
observes in his history of Kiddington, page 
65, "About 5 years ago, (1775) on the edge 
of a lane in the parish of Slinfold in Sussex, 
four miles from Horsham, I saw several deep 
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fissures in the Stane street, a Roman road, 
going from Arundel, if not from the sea side 
through Dorking to London. The dorsum 
not intended for heavy carriages consists of 
sea gravel and sea pebbles abounding on the 
Sussex coast, abuve 3 feet deep, and 7 yards 
long: these minute materials must have been 
amassed with prodigious labour,

"^HjP formBtion) ate celebrated for the abanduwe of 

tha exuht^if large saurian aoimalB. Many ofthc 

boaea of the^i^^aduQ, an eoormaus reptile, which iras 
fonuerl/ an iiihabiBB*fc41uie districts, are now in the 
poaaeasjon of Mr G, B. Holmes^l^urBhain, by whom 
these particiilatB are obligingly oommuniSed. The ani- 
mal whicli more nearly approximates to it,tKSs*ny other 
now iQexiBtenoe,iBtlic Iguana Comuta a native oMhe tro- 
pical parte of America, and from its resemblance to much 
it has received its name ; but more particularly on (W. 
count of the teeth of the I guanadon," which resemble thoM 
of no other animal than thelguana, 'ofwhichonetpeciee . 
{the Corauta,) has, like the Iguanadon, a'siagle horn. If 
we take the Iguana as our model, and attempt to reconistruct 
the enormous Igoanadon in Juat proportion, from the relics 
which have lieen frequently exhumed, we shall produce a 
monster 100 feet in length, which there is every reason to 

believeisnotan exaggeration. Besides (he Iguansdon. 

' we find the bones of the crocodile, the PlesiosauinB, the 
turtle, and other amphibious reptiles iwitb the carbonized 
temuoB of monocolyledoneouB plants, arborescent ferns, 
and palms,&c. 

WATER. 

The water around Horsham is of a very superior quaUty, 
and extremely abundant. It Isintended shortly totnp- 
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ply each houae by nieaiia of ppes. At Tovrei Hill,ii b 

Bpriug, by wboae vsteis every thing over which itpayues 
is encriiEitad, in consequence of Lt9 depositing a small por. 
ttoa of carbonate of lime, wilb wbich it i* impregnated in 
pasriug the limestane atrats, through which it flowa. 

POPULATION 

The populnlioa ofHaraham, haa oflate yeais greatly 
encreeced, and atpregect amounts lonearty 600,0. The 
folIaKingloblevitt afford a view of ita advance duringlhe 
ptewnt century.

Horsham, though at present remaii»ble for the excellent 
rtateotitstiirnpikerondB.waa.beforetlie year 1750, one of 
most extraordinary inslancesof noncommunication in the 
kingdom! previously to the above mentioned period, the 
London toad was so execrably bad, that whoever went 
there on wheels, wsecompeUedto go round by Canterbury ! 
It ia intended to make the great London and Brighton 
rail road pass through the town, which cannot ful to eocreaa 
Ihebuaineaaandtiafficof the place.

"Nicholas Hostresham, whose name is 
contracted toHoh ham, mayjustly be placed 
ita-this town, B^ descended from it ; fenitHos 
of note often taking tlieir namea from their 
places of residence ; and if that be admitted, 
he will give some lustre to it, for he was s ve- 
ry learned man, and so famous a physician, 
that tbfr nobility coveted his ccHupany on a- 
ny conditions, so high anesteem had they 
for him.
